That the loss sustained by the 
people of Southern California by 
fires in 1924 shall not be repeated in 
1925 seems to be the ambition of 
officials of the Angelus National 
Forest who a few days ago started 
work on building fire lines and 
breaks to protect the reserve back 
of Sierra Madre and Pasadena as 
well as the area which was burned 
over last year. The Federal forest 
service and the county forest depart¬ 
ment are said to be cooperating in 
every way possible to make the re¬ 
serve easily accessible during emer¬ 
gencies such as occurred last sum¬ 
mer when 50,000 acres of timber 
land was burned over. 

The rumor has been current that 
Forest Supervisor Charlton will soon 
be transferred from the Angelus 
Forest reserve to a reserve in Flor¬ 
ida, though a successor has not yet 
been named and no official order has 
been made public to that effect. It 
was not learned whether the trans¬ 
fer came as a result of the report 
of the board of review which was 
appointed last fall at the insistence 
of a large number of taxpayer af¬ 
fected by the fire, as no report of 
the proceedings of the board have 
been made public. 

Lessons drawn from that devas¬ 
tating blaze point to a group of in¬ 
tertwining firelines penetrating wat¬ 
ershed districts as the important 
weapon for preparedness. A fireline 
differs from a firebreak in that the 
former is a pathway approximately 
eight feet ni width that provides op¬ 
portunity for moving a crew of fire¬ 
lighters through it to a given point 
at the greatest possible speed. The 
1 Firebreak is a cleared space of 25 
to 30 feet, built to check the pro¬ 
gress of a fire. 

Both government and county will 
spend many thousands of dollars 
during the early part of this year 
I up to the approach of the dry sea- 
’ son in order to combat the annual 
, fire menace. Part of the sum will 
1 be used for maintenance of fire- 
■ breaks, trains and firelines construct¬ 
ed during the San Gabriel fire per¬ 
iod. Some of the firebreaks will be 
cleared again when new growth has 
entered. Stumps, still standing as 
mute testimonials of the big moun¬ 
tain blaze, will be dug up from these 
spaces that proved elfective in trun- 
ing the fire back many times when L 
great watersheds were threatened. 

The long fireline from Mount Wil- i 
son to Barley Flats will be entirely 
completed, according to the program 
prepared by Deputy Supervisor Lew¬ 
is H. Anderson of the Angelus Na¬ 
tional Forest. The fireline from Mt. 
Wilson to San Gabriel Peak will also I 
be put in shape a distance of two ^ 
miles. A firebreak from Mount Wil- ^ 
son to Monrovia Peak, approximately 
30 feet in width, will be cleared of ' 
stumps and other debris. A three- v 
mile fireline connecting the Arroyo 1 
Seco-Millard district will be com- ' 
pleted on the ridge between Fern < 
and Negro canyon? at an early date. 1 
The County Forest department 
under the direction of Stuart J. * 
Flintham is planning a firebreak > 
from Haynes Canyon to Mount Luk- 1 
ens which will probably go over the 1 
main divide to Mount Josephine. A i 
crew already has moved into the I 
Haynes Canyon district and the con- i 
struction work was started this 
week. 

Other work is contained in the big 
program, including the brushing up 
of public camps scattered through 
the adjacent mountain district. For¬ 
est rangers returned to duty on Jan¬ 
uary 2, following the annual vaca¬ 
tion period. Deputy Supervisor An¬ 
derson hopes to have the entire work 
completed before the end of the fis¬ 
cal year.

LOCAL MAN TO 
USE INVENTION 
TO LOCATE OIL 

Is there oil in your back yard? 

Is there another Comstock lode in 
Sierra Madre? Not many think 
there is, but Lyman Raymond, 251 
West Montecito, says he can tell you i 
without fear of successful contradic¬ 
tion, by the use of his magnetic 
needle, an instrument which is said 
to be attracted by signs of oil, gas, 
gold or other valuable minerals. 

Mr. Raymond is preparing to enter 
the business of locating wells and 
mines and says his method is much 
more certain than any other form of 
location. The trick is done by a 
forked stick which he holds in his 
hand and which is loaded with a 
special preparation for the attraction 
of the mineral sought for. When 
the deposit is reached, it is claimed, 
the stick will point downward. If 
the stick does not point down in 
your yard, there is no oil there and ^ 
you are wasting your time to drill.

WASHINGTON IS 
OPPOSING SWING 
JOHNSON BILL 

“As long as the proponents of the 
All-America Canal and the municipal 
ownership faction of the City of Los 
Angeles insist on retaining the All- j 
American Canal and the generation 
of hydro-electric energy for munici-1 
palities in the Swing-Johnson bill 
they cannot enact it into law,” said 
Will S. Fawcett of Imperial Valley j 
on his return from Washington, in a 
formal report to the Colorado River 
Control club, representing more than 
50 per cent of all the land owners 
of the Imperial valley. 

“The Swing-Johnson bill, as writ¬ 
ten, cannot pass this congress nor 
any other congress, and I may add 
that the Fredericks bill will meet a 
like fate unless amended,” continued 
Mr. Fawcett. 

“Every person with whom I talked 
while in Washington agreed that the 
one paramount issue is flood control 
and the secretaries of Interior, War, 
Commerce and Agriculture have been 
requested to examine the Fredericks 
bill and convey to the Flood Control 
committee their suggestions for such 
river control. If the secretaries in¬ 
terested should avail themselves of 
this opportunity and their sugges-; 
tions should be written into the bill, 
it is barely possible that it may pass 
I this congress, but unless so amended, 
j this bill also is doomed to defeat.”
